Despite listing the taxes as the 
first choice on a list of things dis- 
liked about the town, it appears 
that the town believes there are 
insufficient municipal services = 
with an expression of a desire for 
garbage and refuse collection. It 
also appears that many towts~ 
people want additional rec reational 
facilities, specially skating rinks 
and swimming pools 

It is noteworthy that 
those wanting the latter services 
feel they should be paid for through 
a mixture of private and public 
funds. 

Nearly unanimous agreement 
appears on a list of items liked 
about the town - the schools. 

Under this general heading, a 
majority favors continuation of the 
summer schoo!, paid for inpartby 
the town; they want a longer school 
day, but not a longer school year. 
Interest was expressed in adult 
courses in languages art and wood- 
working 

A sharp division of opinion - as 
generally expected - appears when 
residents are asked their opinion of 
the town 

Over 44 percent believe Andover 
is unique and self-sufficient; but 
38 percent think it is an integral 
part of the Merrimack Valley com= 
munity. Lesser numbers believe 
that it is part of the Greater Law- 
rence community, or the Greater 
Boston community. 

Shopping facilities weregeneral- 
ly criticised in the survey, with 
groceries, hardware and garden 
tools being the only items pur- 
chased here by nearly 100 percent 
of the residents. 

The survey indicated that only 
15 percent of the residents buy half 
of their clothing here; and only 15 
percent buy 100 percent of their 
books and phonograph records. 

Listed most frequently as 
reasons for shopping elsewhere 
were lower prices and wider 
selections. Convenience also 
played a part, with car servicing 
a prime example. About 31 percent 
have their cars serviced in town = 
the rest have the work done else- 
where because itis near their place 
of employment, or because of price 
conditions. 

The report, processed by IBM 
from questionnaires returned by 
801 of the 1509 families receiving 
them, also indicated that the town 
is about evenly divided for and 
against new shopping facilities. 
Those favoring expansion of the 
facilities indicate a desire for de- 
partment stores and a large re- 
gional shopping center. 

According to statistical experts, 
the results of the survey can be 
assumed to be fairly accurate in 
forecasting what the town as a 
whole thinks. The homes to which 
questionnaires were sent were 
picked from the 1960 street list, 
on the basis of sending a form to 
every third home.

The breakdown of those re- 
turning the document shows that a 
fairly wide cross-section was 


reached, based on the number of 
years the family has been in the 
community. 

Of the 810 returns, 68 families 


have lived here less thanone year; | 


and in the period from one to five 
years, 196 families replied. In the 
6-10 year period, 163 families 
answered the questions; 93 
families, living here between 11 
and 15 years, replied; 79 families 
have been here 16 to 20 years. The 
questionnaire also elicited res- 
ponse from many families who have 
lived here longer than 20 years. 

Looking over the questionnaire 
in more detail, we find that a 
majority believe Andover is a re- 
sidential-suburban community, 
while another large group thinks 
it is this, with both an industrial 
and business flavor. 

Answering a question about what 
is considered most important in 
the development of Andover, a 
majority feels that additional in- 
dustry is the answer, whilea large 
segment wants the town to remain 
generally the same in character, 

In a list of three factors liked 
about the town, public schools were 


listed by 235 families as their first 
choice, and also received 70 second

EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Bike Riding Program? 


There is need for a great deal of education to familiar- 
ize children who ride bycicles with the provisions of the 
new law which the legislature passed this year regulating 
the operation of bicycles on public ways. 

Most of the provisions of the new law affect the cy- 
clists. The regulations require the cyclist to proceed on 
the right of way, in single file, and that no more than one 
person be on a bicycle at one time. 

There must be a rear reflector for night riding, and bic- 
yclists must not hook rides on other vehicles, Violators 
may be punished by loss of registration and by the im- 


pounding of cycles for 15-day periods. 

The law in itself is fine. But most of the youngsters 
who ride bicycles are too young to be acquainted with 
the acts and resolves of the Massachusetts legislature. 

It is up to parents and teachers who have daily contact 
with the children to instruct them in their obligations. 

Driver education programs are given in the schools for 
those old enough to drive automobiles. It might be a good 
idea to set up a bicycle education program for the small 


fry. 
Dump Problems 


Andover’s disposal site problems are similar to those 
in many other communities. Everyone wants the conven- 
ience of such a facility, but no one wants it in their neigh- 
borhood. 

It has been suggested to the selectmen that the five 
member committee authorized to study the problem in the 
town be augmented by a sixth member to be elected from 
residents of the Chandler road area where the present 
dump is located. The theory is that such a person could 
provide first hand knowledge of the irritations arising 
from the operation of a disposal site. 

The most common complaint is that of smoke and the 
offensive odors given off by burning waste material. These 
are eliminated in some communities by the establishment 
of an incinerator. When the refuse is burned under ex- 
treme heat, the smoke is carried high into the air through 
a lofty chimney and for the most part eliminates any 
nuisance. 

Another, and less extensive plan, is the so-called san- 
itary fill system. This involves the bulldozing of a deep 
trench into which the collected waste is dumped. As the 
trench is filled, earth is pushed over the top and the mat- 
ter is buried. 

The sanitary fill system is fine if it is properly super- 
vised. Sufficient personne! and mechanical equipment 
must be provided to see that the job can be done each 
day. 

A lot of attention is being given of late to the feas- 
ibility of several communities joining in the establish-

ment of a central incenerator large enough to accomodate 
the needs of all. One of the handicaps to this method is 
the matter of long haulage from the more remote areas. 

There are many factors which contri to the com- 
munity dump problem. 

The increasing population and the expansion of dwel- 
ling areas into what was formerly rural land is the largest 
one, When the town dump was miles away from anyone’s 
home, there was little complaint. 

In this area, the changing industrial complex has crea-: 
‘ted nore headaches. The by-products of some industrial 
processes are highly inflammable and when burned give 
off heavy, black smoke. Other material does not burn at 
all and some place to dispose of it must be foynd. 

The entire problem is one that does not admit of easy 
solution. The committee set up in Andover to study the 
matter will have to take a long range view since the sit- 
uation will be with us for many years to come,

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Green Pastures 
Tours Planned 

County winners of the Massachu- 
setts Green Pastures program will 
participate in bus tours to some of 
New England’s outstanding dairy 
farms on August 9 and 10, Dr. 
Martin E. Weeks, professor of 
agronomy at the University of 
Massachusetts and chairmanof the 
tour committee of the New England 
Green Pastures Committee, an- 
nounces that there will be two 2- 
day bus tours. 

The western Massachusetts 
counties of Berkshire, Franklin, 
Hampshire, and Hampden will join 
with the northern and western 
counties of Connecticut in a tour 
leaving Hartford on the morning of 
August 9. This tour will visit five 
dairy farms in the southern Mas- 
sachusetts and Connecticut area 
during the two days. Featured on 
this trip will be a visit to the Ray 
White Farm in Acushnet, Mass., 
New England's largest dairy farm 
consisting of 1,000 acres and 700 
milking cows. The farm in- 
corporates large scale equipment 
and includes a milk processing 
plant. 

Eastern Massachusetts andCon- 
necticut counties and Rhode Island 
will make up the second tour 
originating in Providence. First 
step for this tour will be the John 
Eliades farm at Groton, Mass., a 
State winner in 1959 Green 
Pastures program. The next stop 
will be the University of New | 
Hampshire where the dairymen 
will have a chance to view the herd 
and facilities. In the evening, Ken 
Morrow of the university, will 
speak to the group on ‘‘Breeding 
and Environment.’® On the final day 
the tour will visit the Shaw and 
Richard’s farms in Sanford, Me. 

Approximately 40 persons 
including county ‘‘selectees"’ of the 
Green Pastures program and their 
wives will compose each tour. 

The tours are sponsored by the 
New England Green Pastures Com- 
mittee for the county winners of 
each state so that they may view 
other outstanding dairymen’s 
practices.
